2. The total revenue for 1932-33 amounted to £P. 3,015,917 or £P. 573,834 over the 
estimate for the year and £P.661,222 over the total revenue in 1931-32. The total expenditure 
for 1932-33 amounted to £P. 2,513,394 or £P. 113,159 over the estimate for the year and 
£P. 138,769 over the total expenditure in 1931-32. In 1932-33 therefore the total revenue 
exceeded the total expenditure by £P. 499,528; and the surplus of £P. 730,773 at the 1st 
April, 1932 was increased to £P. 1,230,296 at the 31st March, 1933.

4. The unprecedented revenue collections for the year, particularly under Customs, 
reflect the favourable economic conditions prevailing generally in 1932-33 which at the time 
of writing this report shew no sign of abatement. Details of revenue collections for the 
year 1932-33 under sub-heads are shewn in Appendix I (a); but the following should be 
specially noted;— 

(a) Customs Import Duties for the year amounted to £P. 366,896 over the estimate; 

(b) Collections of Tithe in 1932-33 were £P.78,312 under the estimate; 

(c) Receipts from House and Land Tax (including Urban Property Tax) shew an 
increase of £P. 49,287 over the estimate mainly from the increase in the rate of 

i I Urban Property Tax; 
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(d) Land Registry Fees increased from £P. 75,717 in 1931-32 to £P. 121,465 in 1932-33 
owing to the larger number of transactions in immovable property principally 

in urban areas; 

(e) £P. 23,612 was received from Municipalities in reimbursement of the cost of 
Municipal Police; 

(f) The Currency Board’s contribution to revenue of the share of profits from currency 
was £P. 26,000 over the estimate ; 

(g) Interest on investments shewed an increase of £P. 33,157 on account of the larger 
sums invested and the payment of arrears of interest on sums invested in the Joint 
Colonial Fund in the previous financial period ; 

(h) £P. 16,328 was transferred from Deposits on account of accumulated interest on 
agricultural loans from previous years; 

(i) The value of investments at current middle market prices obtaining on the 31st 
March, 1933, appreciated by £P. 25,238 as compared with the value recorded in the 
Treasury books at that date. 

5. The source of revenue which contributed most largely to the increase for the year 
was Customs Import Duty. Statistics of imports and exports for the year 1932-33 are not yet 
available; but statistics for the years 1931 and 1932 are set out as under

The figures shewn in the above statement do not include imports in bond at the 31st of 
December; and it is unlikely that exports of specie which in 1932 are valued at £P.1,606,962 
are of Palestine origin. Of the total exports of Palestine produce valued at £P. 2,381,491, 
oranges and grape fruits account for £P. 1,780,566; but, while owing to an under-valuation in 
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1931 the value of the exports of oranges and grape fruit was estimated at £P. 926,606, the 
number of cases exported increased from 2,696,968 in 1931 to 3.674,400 in 1932. 

6. The interesting features of trade in 1932 are:— 

(a) Imports of foreign goods retained for local consumption increased from £P.6,688,662 

in 1931 (of which £P. 3,210,662 were dutiable goods) to £P. 7,626,313 in 1932 (of 

which £P. 4,197,313 were dutiable goods), or by approximately one-third; 

(b) Exports of Palestine produce increased from £P. 1,672,061 in 1931 (of which 

£P. 349,391 were Palestine manufactures) to £P. 2,381,491 in 1932 (of which 

£P. 422,376 were Palestine manufactures), or by approximately 60°/ 0 ; 

(c) The total of foreign goods in transit increased from £P. 177,162 in 1931 to 

£P. 196,376 in 1932, or by approximately ll°/ 0 . 

It is also interesting to note that aggregate deposits and balances of current accounts 
held by local Banks also increased from approximately £P. 4*/* million at the 31st March, 

1932 (of which approximately £P. 4 million was held by five foreign Banks and approximately 

£P. 5(k),000 was held by local Co-operative Credit Societies) to approximately £P. 7 million at 

the 31st March, 1933 (of which approximately £P. 6*/* million was held by five foreign Banks 

and approximately £P. 1,100,000 was held by local Co-operative Credit Societies); and the 
amount of currency in circulation increased from £P. 2,408,664 at the 31st March, 1932 to 
£P. 2,821,664 at the 31st March, 1933. 

The increase by £P. 1,836,651 in the value of retained imports of foreign goods for local 
consumption in 1932 is mainly due to:— 

(a) expansion of population (approximately 3°/ 0 ) and the rise in index numbers of 
wholesale prices (approximately 9°/ 0 ); 

(b) substitution of imported commodities for local agricultural products owing to the 
local crop failure; 

(c) importation by the Iraq Petroleum Company; and 

(d) increased industrial activity generally. 

As regards increased industrial activities large sums were invested during the year in 
building, citrus plantations, and in local manufacturing industries; and it is understood that 
considerable sums are held by local Banks awaiting suitable opportunities for investment of 
which approximately some £P. 3,000,000 is held abroad to the credit of Palestine. The 
withdrawal from Palestine of capital brought into the country by or on behalf of Jewish 
immigrants is improbable; and in view of the large sums held to Palestine’s credit abroad it 
is unlikely that improvement in foreign investment markets would result in large withdrawals 
of funds from Palestine. But any check in the flow of further funds to Palestine would 
undoubtedly result in reducing the volume of imports as compared jwith the phenomenal 
volume in the year under review. Moreover the total collections of Customs Import Duty in 
1932 averaged 28°/ 0 of the value of total foreign dutiable imports retained for local consumption, 
and the greater portion of receipts from Import Duty was collected on some seventeen 
commodities. These commodities are of common consumption and therefore the duty is 
widely distributed; thus Customs revenue is extremely sensitive to consumption which may 
increase or diminish with prevailing local economic conditions. 

7. The cause of the fall of £P. 78,312 in the collection of Tithe below the estimate for 
the year is explained in the appended extract of a report by the Director, Department of 
Agriculture:— 

“During 1931, a low rainfall has resulted in a diminished production of field 
crops. Weather conditions during 1932 proved still more unfavourable and the 
records of thirty-fotfr stations shew that the rainfall was considerably below the 
the average at each, with the single exception of Beersheba. The shortage was 
particularly felt during March and April. Winter crops were generally poor in 
consequence, while summer crops were indifferent in the north and almost entirely 
failed in the southern areas. Poor harvests during two successive years had reduced 
majiy cultivators, dependent on rain cultivation, to the direst straits. 

“Towards the end of the summer, pasture ran short and a substantial rise in 
the prices of fodder ensued causing grave anxiety as to the condition of livestock. 
The position was only relieved by exceptionally early rains in the middle of 
September and early October. From the middle of November to the end of December 
the rains failed generally in the south and large areas of winter crops dried or the 
sowings failed to germinate. 

“Happily, the agricultural community was spared serious depredations from 
pests and diseases in field crops. Locusts, reported in neighbouring territories 
during March, returned southwards without invading Palestine. Field mice, which 
had reappeared in the autumn of 1931, were eliminated by the spring of 1932 after 
a campaign during which villagers and colonists furnished labour voluntarily”. 



During the year therefore it was necessary to remit tithes on all crops, with the 
exception of Citrus, to the extent of some £P. 173,000 out of a total assessment for the year 
of £P. 246,000 or by approximately 70%; and although part of this remission was foreseen 
when the Estimates were prepared the actual collections of 1 ithe fell short of the estimate 

by £P. 78,312. 

Furthermore the fellah had fallen considerably in arrear in the payment of Tithes and 
it was decided to waive, in cases of inability to pay, collection of arrears in respect of 
assessments prior to the year 1930. The total sum so remitted amounted to £P. 54,103. 
In addition a sum of £P. 10,890 in respect of arrears of House and Land (Werko) Tax mainly 
in rural areas was remitted in cases where the registered owners were unknown and the 

properties unidentifiable.

9. Details of the expenditure for the year under sub-heads are shewn in Appendix 1(b); 
but the following excesses should be specially noted:— 

(a) the excess of £P. 12,210 under Pensions and Gratuities mainly owing to the necessity 
for providing for payments to officers retrenched on the recommendations of the 

Financial Commission; 

(b) £P. 4,798 on account of grant-in-aid to schools of the Palestine Jewish Agency in 
respect of the previous financial period; 


(c) the excess on the Police Force was due to the necessity for making supplementary 
provision of £P. 23,595 for the absorption of the Municipal Police which was 
reimbursed to Government by Municipalities during the year; 

(d) £P.68,750 on account of grant to Supreme Moslem Council in lieu of assigned tithes; 


(e) £P. 24,893 on account of write-off of Agricultural Loans; 

(f) the necessity for making supplementary provision of £P. 29,981 for Public Works 
Extraordinary; 


(g) increase in Railway deficit for the year of £P. 37,709 after providing for operating 
expenses, debt charges and Renewals Fund, owing to the settlement of claims 
aggregating £P. 27,327 relating to previous years. 


It will be observed however that while the total supplementary provision made during 
the year (excluding Railways) amounted to £P. 221,201, votes generally were underspent 
by £P. 146,751.

13. Regulations require that Investments held, whether in respect of Government funds 
or funds held by Government on behalf of others, shall be valued at the current middle 
market price prevailing in London on the last working day of the financial year. In the case 
of securities held in respect of Government funds the net appreciation or depreciation, as the 
case may be, is credited to Revenue or charged to Expenditure, passing in transit through 
an Investments Adjustment Account, the balance of which is then transferred; and a similar 
procedure is followed in the case of funds held by Government on behalf of others except that 
in such cases the net appreciation or depreciation, as the case may be, is credited or debited 
to the Fund.

The increase of £P. 338,182 in collections of Customs Import Duties in 1932-33 as 
compared with collections in 1931-1932 was partly due to the increase in volume and value 
of imports of goods for local consumption. This increase is accounted for mainly as under:— 

(a) expansion of consumption by reason of increase in population and rise in index 
numbers of wholesale prices; 

(b) substitution of imported foreign commodities for local agricultural products owing to 
local crop shortage; 

(c) increased trade activities generally.

In 1932-33 Imports of Tobacco leaves fell by 21,164 kilos and of Tombac leaves fell by 
25,602 kilos, although in 1932-33 imports of Cigarettes, Cigars and cut Tobacco increased by 
2,466 kilos. Imports of Coffee in 1932-33 increased by three tons over the previous year. The 
fall in the value of imports of leather Boots and Shoes in 1932-33 of £P.4,860 was due to 
the increase in the rate of duty. Although in 1982-33 the rate of duty on Kerosene was 


increased by */ 4 mil per litre, the fall in imports of Kerosene by 911,067 litres was largely 
due to the substitution for Kerosene in urban areas of Electricity for lighting, domestic, and 
industrial purposes. Imports of Barley in 1982-33 fell by 1,423 tons but the total value 
increased by £P.6,24o, and the duty collected increased by £P.13 ,l 62: this was due to the 
local Barley crop shortage in 1932-33 in Palestine and Syria and the necessity for importing 
dutiable Barley from other countries. 

The increase in Customs Import Duty in 1932-33 was also partly due to increases in the 
rates of duties on certain commodities. These increases are as under:—

The changes in the tariff on Wheat and Flour were dictated by the policy of the pro¬ 
tection of the local wheat grower during the local harvest season. Those on Kerosene, Silk, 
Beer and Spirits were mainly for revenue purposes. The tariff on Motor Cars was increased 
partly as a set-off against the reduction in the rates of Road Transport Fees as the Motor 
Car Industry preferred the former. The changes in the tariff on leather Boots, Shoes, Socks 
and Stockings were made in the interests of local industry. 


Head II, Port and Marine. — Over the Estimate £P.4,722. 

The main increase occurs under the sub-head Light Dues (£P.3,294). By arrangement 
with the Administration des Phares, Light Dues, since the 1st of February, 1932, have been 
collected on a gold basis (French Francs 124.50 to the Palestine Pound) and the Government 
share of Light Dues thus determined has been paid to Government at the current rate of 
exchange. The increase in the total tonnage of Steam and Sailing Vessels which were 
entered and cleared in the foreign trade of Palestine from 3,723,951 tons in 1931 to 4,092,119 
tons in 1932 also contributed to the increase under Light Dues and Anchorage Dues. Pilotage 
E'ees which are collected only in respect of the Haifa Harbour amounted to £P.781. 


Head III, Licences, Taxes, etc.— Under the Estimate £P.2,357 

The main decrease occurs under the sub-head Tithes (£P.78,312). The tithe was commuted 
in 1927 on the average of the crop and tithe redemption prices of the four preceding years, 
but since 1930 there have been serious crop shortages and prices have fallen by approximately 
25°/ 0 . These conditions continued in 1932-33 so that it was necessary to remit in 1932-33 
£P.173,000 of the total commuted tithe assessment of approximately £P.246,000 on all crops 
with the exception of citrus fruits. On the other hand increases of note occurred under the 
following Sub-Heads:—

The increase under Road Transport Licences is due to an under-estimate although there 
is a noticeable increase in motor cars on the road; and the increase of Import Duty on motor 
vehicles from 15°/ 0 to 26°/ 0 ad valorem has not proved a deterrent to the importation of new 
vehicles. The increased collection of House and Land Tax is due to the fact that the rate at 
which the Urban Property Tax is levied was increased in March, 1932, by approximately 
two-thirds with retroactive effect to the 1st October, 1931. Furthermore, the application of the 
Urban Property Tax Ordinance, 1928, was extended to Haifa and Acre as from the 1st April, 
1932. Increased commercial activities account for the increase under the sub-head “Stamp 
Duties”; while the increases under Tobacco and Wine and Spirits Excise are due to an 
increase in the rate of the duty on tobacco and the increased production of wines and spirits. 
The total production of wines and spirits amounted 3.8 million litres as compared with 3.2 
million litres produced in 1931. Deliveries for home consumption amounted to 1.2 million 
litres as against 1.1 million litres delivered in the preceding year, while the figures of export 
are 1 million litres and 1.4 million litres for 1931 and 1932 respectively. The rate of con¬ 
sumption per head of the urban population per annum is slightly less than 6 litres which is 
a low average. Other minor variations under this Head are explained in the remarks column 
of Appendix I (a). 


Head IV, Fees of Court, etc. — Over the Estimate £P.92,488. 

The number of cases entered in all Courts in 1932-33 was approximately 12°/ 0 below the 
number entered in the preceding year. This reduction is reflected in a decrease in the receipts 
from Court Fees by £P.8,136. On the other hand increases of note occurred under the 


following Sub-Heads:—

The increase in the receipts from Fruit Inspection Fees is due to the increase in the 
number of cases of oranges exported in 1932-33 which amounted to 4,360,000 cases as com¬ 
pared with 3,660,000 cases shipped during 1931-32. The receipts from Fees for the Registration 
of Immigrants were under-estimated; while the increase under Land Registry Fees is due to 
larger transactions in immovable property both as regards number and value. 

Overtime Fees were previously collected and credited to deposits from which payment 
was made to officers rendering the services; but since the 29th September, 1932, the rates at 
which overtime fees are collected have been revised, and collection treated as an item of 
Revenue while payments to officers rendering the services have been met from Expenditure. 
The amount realised from the collection of overtime fees at the revised rates exceeded the 
payments made to officers rendering the services by £P.2,687 and the rates of fees have 
since been reduced. / 

During the year the Municipal Police were absorbed into the General Police Force; and 
the cost of Municipal Police is met from the provision under the Police vote and recoveries 
from Municipalities In reimbursement are carried to Revenue under the sub-head “Reimburse¬ 
ments on account of Police.”

Head V, Posts and Telegraphs.— Over the Estimate £P.3,819. 

The main variations which resulted from the year’s operations are as under:

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The decrease is due to an over-estimate of the receipts from the Sale of Stamps, while 
in the case of Telegraph receipts it is attributable to the settlement on a gold basis of the 
share of foreign countries which had been paid in the previous year at the Sterling rate of 
exchange at the time of payment. The increase in Telephone receipts is due to a greater 
number of subscribers and the more frequent use of Trunk lines; while receipts under 
Miscellaneous include a refund by Egypt of a sum of £ P.2,324 overpaid in 1931. 

The total revenue from the Posts and Telegraphs Department for 1932-33 exceeded the 
expenditure on recurrent and extraordinary services for the year by £P.60,158; but the 
Department does not bear any debt charges in respect of the capital expenditure of £P.188,126 
from Loan funds or the cost of construction of buildings from Public Works votes. 

Head VI, Revenue from Government Property.— Over the Estimate £P.2,217. 

The receipts under the sub-head “Mining Rent and Royalties” have exceeded the esti¬ 
mate by £P. 1,337 owing to an output of potassium chloride from the Dead Sea by the 
Palestine Potash Limited larger than was anticipated and a consequential increase in receipts 
from royalties. The increase of £P.2,745 under the sub-head “Miscellaneous” is mainly due to 
the sub-lease of a store in Jaffa to the Chamber of Commerce. 

Head VII, Interest.— Over the Estimate £P.49,775. 

The receipts from Investments by the Crown Agents have exceeded the estimate by 
£P.33,157 on account of there being larger sums available for investments and of the collection 
of arrears of interest due by the Joint Colonial Fund amounting to £P. 16,208. The collection 
of interest under the sub-head “Other Sources” includes a transfer from deposits of a sum of 
£P. 16,328 which had been collected previously on Agricultural and Seed Loans. 

Head VIII, Miscellaneous. — Over the Estimate £P.49,938. 

At the time the Estimates were framed it was not anticipated that the Currency Board 
would be in a position to contribute more than £P.25,000 in respect of profits on currency. 
During the year, however, the position of the reserve fund held by the Currency Board was 
such as to warrant a contribution of £P.50,000. A portion of this contribution equal to 6 4 / a °/ 0 
is payable to the Trans-Jordan Government representing their share on the estimated amount 
of Palestine currency in circulation in Trans-Jordan. Provision for this payment to the 1 rans- 
Jordan Government is made under Expenditure Head XXVIII, Miscellaneous. 

Moreover the value of the investments held by Government taken at the current middle 
market price in London on the 31st March, 1933, appreciated by £P.25,238 as compared with 
their recorded value in the Treasury books at that date. This appreciation in value was not 
foreseen when the Estimates for the year were prepared. 


Head IX, Land Sales.— Over the Estimate £P.13,182. 

The increase occurs under the sub-head Sale of Beisan Lands (£P.13,551) and is due to 
the payment in full of the transfer price of land transferred under the Ghor Mudawara 
Agreement by transferees who have been allowed to dispose of their holdings. 


Head X, Grant-in-Aid.— Under the Estimate £P.6,695.

17. Taking the Heads in the order of the Estimates which require special comment, 
I would observe as under:— 

Head I, Pensions.— Over the Estimate £P. 12,210. 

The report of the Financial Commission in June, 1931, included recommendation for 
reductions in the staff of various Departments of the Government and the implementing of 
such of these recommendations as have been approved has resulted in the retirement of officials 
in excess of the normal. Thus the provision under Item, 1, Pensions and Gratuities was 
exceeded; but the total expenditure under this Item includes a sum of £P. 14,796 paid in 
respect of gratuities on retirement which is not annually recurrent. 


Head XIII, Department of Agriculture.— Over the Estimate £P.1,170. 
Head XIV, Department of Forests.— Under the Estimate £P.972. 


Head 


Animal Health. — Under the Estimate £P.639. 


Early in the year it was decided to establish a combined Agricultural and Horticultural 
Station at Faradiya in the hill district of Safad where there was a great need for demonstration 
and experimental work. The High Commissioner personally contributed the sum of £P.1,200 
towards the capital cost of the Station including a sum of £P.300 for the purchase of land; 
but it was not possible during the year to complete the purchase of land and a sum of 
£P.918 only was expended. Recurrent expenditure on this Station during the year was 
approximately £P.478. 

It was also decided during the year to enlarge the Acre Stud Farm and Agricultural 
Station by leasing an additional 800 dunams for the production of selected seed for distribution 
to cultivators, for a citrus grove and horticultural nursery, for the further development of 
the poultry branch and bee-keeping section, and for the production of green fodder; the 
additional expenditure incurred in this connection during the year amounted to £P.686. 
During the year supplementary funds were also provided for the purchase of pedigree Syrian 
and Lebanese cattle and Scottish Blackface sheep for the Stud Farm at Acre. 


It was found necessary during the year to increase the provision for fumigation of citrus 
trees by the amount of £P.300 in order to replace trees uprooted in the campaign against 
black scale; to provide a grant of £P.340 to the Pathological Laboratory of the Jewish 
Agency in connection with the control of rot diseases in citrus fruits, and £P.300 for the 
issue of poison grain to cultivators for the destruction of field mice. 

It was ascertained during the year that the increase in olive propagation was heavily 
handicapped by the high cost of grafted olives on sale at private nurseries, and as a temporary 
measure, in advance of the raising of grafted olives at Horticultural Stations for sale to the 
fellahin, it was decided that Government should extract suckers from Government Forest 
Reserves for sale and free distribution to cultivators. The cost of this service during the 

vear was £P.208. 
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In accordance with the recommendations of the Financial Commission in June, 1981, the 
Fisheries Service attached to the Department of Agriculture was abolished. In order, however, 
to assist the Customs and Police Authorities to check as far as possible the use of dynamite 
and of small meshed nets and to continue the collection of statistics, it was decided during 
the year to provide funds for the appointment of two Fishery Officers at salaries of £P.14 
per mensem. 

Head XI, Department of Health.— Under the Estimate £P.3,949. 

During 1982-33 it was necessary to increase the Government accommodation for the 
insane at Bethlehem; and in the meantime Government made a grant to the Hospital of the 
Ezrath Nashim Society towards the cost of maintenance of thirty non-paying patients. The 
grant which was continued to the end of November and in part during December, 1932, 
amounted during the year to £P.928. 

Mainly owing to an abnormal outbreak of typhoid and other infectious diseases in the 
Nablus area and to outstanding charges of £P.120 from the previous year the expenditure on 
Epidemic Outbreaks exceeded the estimate of £P.200 by £P.442. There is no Government 
Hospital in the Nablus area for the treatment of infectious diseases and indigent patients are 
treated at Government expense in the Watan Hospital, Nablus, exclusive of 5 beds which are 
supplied free for patients brought in by the Department of Health. Moreover, in the year 
under review the principle was adopted of, as far as possible, removing to hospital every 
case of typhoid as soon as it was discovered in order to prevent the spread of infection. 

There were however substantial savings under other sub-heads which resulted in a net 
saving on the vote during the year of £P.3,949. 

Head XXI, Police and Prisons.— Over the Estimate £P. 17,306. 

In April, 1932, all municipal police forces with the exception of that of Tel-Aviv Town¬ 
ship, which was not taken over until 1st July, 1932, were absorbed into the general Police 
Force in accordance with the recommendations of Sir Herbert Dowbiggin in 1930. Supple¬ 
mentary provision of £P.20,233 under Personal Emoluments and £P.3,362 under Other Charges, 
was made for the purpose; but the additional cost of Municipal Police Forces is recoverable 
from Municipalities by monthly instalments which are credited to Revenue. The increase 
under Uniforms and Clothing (£P.3,830) is due to meeting commitments carried forward from 
the previous financial period while those under Forage and Forage Allowances (£P.3,240) and 
Prisoners’ Rations (£P.1,718) are consequent upon a rise in contract prices. The provision in 
the Estimates under Compensation to Police on termination of engagement was under¬ 
estimated by £P.3,633. A saving of £P.4,340 was made on Transport and Travelling owing 
to the replacement of hired transport by Government-owned transport but provision for Upkeep 
of Mechanical Transport was under-estimated by £P.1,079. 

Head XXIII, Trans-Jordan Frontier Force.— Under the Estimate £P.9,189. 

During the year it was decided to mechanise the Camel Company in Trans-Jordan; but 
equivalent savings were made in other directions. It was not possible however to supply 
before the 31st March, 1933, all the new vehicles and indents for vehicles totalling approxi¬ 
mately £ P.1,600 were outstanding at that date. It was also necessary during the year to make 
supplementary provision of £P. 1,632 for vehicles in course of delivery at the beginning of 
the year the cost of which it was anticipated would be met in the previous financial period; 
of £ P.2,887 for Gratuities to men oh discharge the payment of which was not approved at 
the time of the preparation of the Estimates and of £P.233 for the purchase of Remounts to 
complete establishment. The net savings on all votes under this Head amounted to £P.9,189. 

Head XXIV, Defence. — Over the Estimate £P.3,922. 

The cost of certain local services/to Royal Air Force and Army Units rendered prior to 
the 1st April, 1932, but claimed after that date, was met during the year. 

Head XXVII, Public Works Recurrent.— Under the Estimate £P.6,412. 

In accordance with the reccmmendations of the Financial Commission in June, 1931, 
expenditure on Railway Fares and Freight incurred in connection with Extraordinary Public 
Works and Posts and Telegraphs Services is charged to the relative works. In 1932-33 it was 
decided to adopt the same procedure with regard to recurrent Public Works Services. This 
has resulted in an increase in expenditure under recurrent votes including in particular an 
increase of £P.4,920 under Maintenance of Roads and Bridges although no expenditure has 
been incurred under the item Railway Fares and Freight (£P.7,000). 

Head XXVIII, Miscellaneous. — Over the Estimate £P.96,614. 

Settlement of Claims of Beneficiaries of the Estate of the late 

Mr. James Finn — £P. 4,277. 

A claim was brought against Government by the legal successors of the late Mr. James 
Finn in respect of land at Mount Scopus, Jerusalem, which it was assumed had escheated to 



the Turkish Government on the death without heirs of the owner in 1902 and on part of 
which the Palestine Government had erected a Police Camp and Powder Magazine. The claim 
was dismissed by the Land Court, Jaffa, in 1922, but, on appeal, the judgment was reversed 
in 1929 and ownership vested in the beneficiaries of the estate of the late Mr. James Finn. 
After protracted negotiations it was agreed that Government would purchase the plot on 
which the Police Camp stood and another plot for married quarters for £P. 2,282 in all and 
would also pay compensation by way of rent amounting to £P. 1,995 for the period during 
which Government occupied the land. This sum became payable during 1932-33 and the 
necessary provision was made by Special Warrants. This expenditure is of a non¬ 
recurring nature.

The decrease is mainly due to the fact that the provision for the New Telephone 
Exchange, Jerusalem (£P. 300) and for Rural Automatic Exchanges (£P. 900) were unexpended 
and that, out of the provision for works on additional Cables and New Cables and Removal 
of Circuits, Jerusalem, the amounts of £P. 116 and £P. 220 remained unexpended as the works 
were not completed during the year. There have also been small savings on completed works. 

On the other hand, it has been necessary to effect during the year an expenditure of 
£P. 580 on the deviation of the main telegraph route in the reclaimed Harbour area at Haifa.

The deficit of £P. 116,673 on the Palestine Railways has been charged to the general 
revenues of Government and is £P. 37,709 more than was estimated when the Estimates were 
prepared. A moiety of the surplus of £P. 13,169 on the Kantara-Rafa Railway has been 
credited to the Renewals Fund, and a moiety distributed between His Majesty’s Government 
(£P. 6,403) and Palestine (£P. 181) in the proportion of the capital advances of each. The 
surplus of £P. 600 on the Petah Tiqva Railway has been credited to Railway revenue, but is 
insufficient to meet the interest charges on the advance of £P. 33,846 by Government and on 
the advance of £P. 19,678 by the Petah Tiqva Colony for the construction of the Railway. 
The deficit of £P. 3,411 on the Hejaz Railway has been charged to Advances, and increases 
by that amount the total amount of £P. 46,176 advanced by Government at the 31st March, 1932.

The increased revenue of the Hejaz Railway in 1932-33 was due to the traffic of the Iraq 
Petroleum Company in connection with the construction of the Pipe Line. Haifa Harbour 
Works traffic on the Palestine Railway in 1932-33 was £P. 18,848 less than in 1931-32. 
In 1932-33 the value on all sections of the Line of Haifa Harbour traffic was £P. 21,435 and 
that of the Iraq Petroleum Company was £P. 17,420. The decrease in the revenue in 1932-33 
of the Petah Tiqva Railway as compared with that of 1931-32 was due to the fact that the 
traffic in 1931-32 included the carriage of stone for the construction of the main road 
through Petah Tiqva. 

Palestine Railway expenditure was however inflated in 1932-33 by £P. 27,327 in respect

These reservations therefore result in a “free” surplus balance of £P. 602,296. In all the 
circumstances of Palestine the “free” surplus is not enough to meet unforeseen contingencies 
or in the event of a serious decline of revenue receipts to tide over the time necessary to 
raise new revenue or to effect economies to meet any such fall. 


19. Dealing with the Advances and Deposits

Insurance Companies' Guarantee Deposits .— This account is in respect of cash deposits 
amounting to £P. 5,384 by eight Insurance Companies, under the Companies Ordinance, 1929. 

Colonial and Overseas) and 
includes an amount of £P. 884 which represents, in three cases, the difference between the 
value of the securities deposited and the deposit required under the Companies Ordinance, 
1929, viz, £P. 1,000.

Palestine Potash Limited. — The account represents the balance of an amount of £P.5,000 
advanced by the Palestine Potash limited towards the construction of the existing road from 
the Dead Sea to its junction with the Jerusalem-Jericho Road so as to render it fit for heavy 
lorry traffic.

Palestine Archaeological Museum (Endowment).— Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., generously 
provided an amount of $ 2,000,000 for the construction, equipment and endowment of the 
Palestine Archaeological Museum. The portion of the gift made available for the Endowment 
Fund, namely $ 1,000,000 at the exchange rate of 4.88.1/8 realised £204,865.11.1. The amount 
has, however, been increased to £P.284,673 by the writing up of the investments at the 31st 
March, 1933 to mean market values and by the profit accruing from sales of securities. The 
balance of £P.2,660 is/ lent to Westminster Bank, London, pending investment. Interest 
received from the investment of the Endowment Fund is carried to a separate current account.
